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How does Chicago's 
'cloud tax* affect me? 

Chicagoans who pay to stream mov- 
ies and music from services such as

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XLOUD TAX’ UPSETS CHICAGO TECH COMMUNITY

Chicago’s new 9 percent tax on streaming and cloud services appears to have the 
local technology community agitated and, more than anything, confused. 


News of the “cloud tax” has left providers 
and consumers of streaming and cloud ser- 
vices scrambling to understand the implica- 
tions. 

The cloud tax extends ordinances govern- 
ing two types of taxes— the city amusement 
tax and the city personal property lease 
transaction tax. The taxes cover many prod- 
ucts streamed to businesses and residents. 
They also cover use of various online data- 


bases that could especially affect businesses. 

The city expects the taxes to bring in 
about $12 million a year. 

Several in the Chicago tech industry had 
questions— and some even criticized the 
mayor and the city for creating an environ- 
ment that they see as less friendly to tech 
startups than other places around the coun- 
try 

Here’s their take on the tax: 


Justin Massa, founder of 
restaurant data startup Food 
Genius, said his company has 
been using cloud services ef- 
ficiently but that they remain 
his second-biggest expense 
after labor. Food Genius can 
handle the 9 percent cost in- 
crease for those services, Massa said, but it’s “not 
insignificant.” 

Beyond the additional dollars Food Genius will 
owe, Massa expressed concern about how the tax 
will affect sales. Food Genius customers pay a sub- 
scription to access its cloud-based database. 

“To customers that we call on in the city of 
Chicago, we just got 9 percent more expensive,” 
Massa said. “For anyone selling cloud services, life 
just got 9 percent harder.” 

Adrian Holovaty, founder 
of music-education Web 
platform Soundslice, said he 
doesn’t know how the tax will 
affect his business. His ques- 
tions include which subscrib- 
ers should be taxed, whether 
he should track his user’s lo- 
cations and how the city will enforce tax collection. 

“I’m trying to hold off on being frustrated or an- 
gry until I actually understand what the new rules 
are,” Holovaty wrote in an email to Blue Sky. “But 
at face value, it seems like this new policy flies in 
the face of Mayor Emanuel’s efforts to build the 
tech community here.” 


Terry Howerton, co- 
founder at TechNexus, 
a private-sector ven- 
ture collaborative, 
said the rulings do not 
properly define cat- 
egories such as “cloud 
computing,” leaving 
them open to apply to almost any company. 

“Every tech startup in Chicago is either 
using cloud computing services or selling 
them, and the city being the first to set this 
precedent puts us at a disadvantage to 
every other major tech hub ... or even our 
own suburbs,” Howerton wrote in an email 
to Blue Sky. 

Blagica Bottigliero, 

an Oak Park resident 
and longtime mem- 
ber of Chicago’s tech 
community who now 
serves as vice presi- 
dent for digital media 
for California-based 
Metaverse Mod Squad, said the additional 
tax makes Chicago a less attractive location 
for startups. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if people look at 
other alternatives of places to go to that are 
near the city,” Bottigliero said. 

She said she understands that the city 
needs to add revenue but that doing it this 
way hurts startups.

Free your phone with 
these 2 space savers 


Few things are worse 
than running out of 
space for photos and 
videos on your phone. 
And I’m not just talk- 
ing about running low 
on space, I’m talking 
being so out of space 
that pressing the 
camera shutter but- 
ton does nothing. 

I use an iPhone, 
and many people I 
know think they’re covered because they 
back up to iCloud. While that sounds correct 
on the surface, iCloud only makes sure what 
you have on one device matches what’s on 
all your devices. That makes it super helpful 
when you get a new phone or are forced to 
restore because of technical 
problems. But it won’t save a 
copy of every photo and video 
and allow you to do a mass de- 
lete to make room. And things 
get even more dicey if you 
only shelled out for a i6GB or 
smaller device— it’s amazing 
how fast those things fill up. 

That said, there are ways to 
save those precious memories and still have 
space to spare. Let’s go over two of the most 
popular ways — Google and Flickr— and start 
with more good news: You can do most if not 
all of it for free. 

Google 

Google Photos offers two options. One is 
high quality, where you get unlimited free 
storage for photos and videos, but they might 
not be saved in the full resolution. With high 
quality everything is backed up as captured 
if the file is no more than i6 megapixels or 
io8op HD video. Anything beyond that and 
Google will compress to fit. 

The other is original, which allows photos 
and videos to be stored in their original size; 
however, this counts toward the 15GB free 



storage limit on your Google account. Y)u 
can pay an additional fee to boost that capac- 
ity if you wish. Y)u could get an additional 
lOoGB for just $2 a month, but I think the 
high-quality option will be sufficient for most 
people. 

Flickr 

Flickr offers every user i terabyte of free 
storage. (For those of you 
who can’t let gigabytes go, 
that’s 1,0 00GB.) Unlike with 
Google, resolution isn’t an 
issue here, but there are size 
limits placed on files. A photo 
must be 200MB or less in size, 
and a video must be no more 
than iGB in size and no more 
than 3 minutes long. Remem- 
ber that while iTB will last a long time, 
there’s no way at present to add more than 
iTB of space. 

So as you can see, each service is different. 
But one of them is likely to be just right for 
99 percent of users. 

I just covered the most basic parts of 
backing up your photos to Google and Flickr. 
I definitely recommend trying each and 
seeing which one you like better. And here’s 
something to consider: Flickr is free, and 
because an extra backup— or several— is al- 
ways recommended, you can easily use both. 
Once you turn the services on, they work in 
the background, so there’s little you need to 
worry about. Just sit back and let technology 
do its thing.

With the 
level of excitement we felt coming out of the 
festival in the weeks following, it was a no- 
brainer that we were going to do it again.” 

More than 70 comedians are converg- 
ing Friday to Sunday to perform at venues 
throughout Wcker Park, Old Town and 
Lakeview The lineup was chosen from 400 
performers who submitted clips of their 
work, 100 more than were interested in the 
inaugural event. 

“This year, word kind of spread, so we 
had repeat people submitting that we’d love 
to have back, but you don’t want the same 
lineup every year,” Byrne said. “We need to 
make room for new faces and fresh talent 
who haven’t come to Chicago before. It’s a 
pretty intense process.” 

Half of the fest’s performers are from 
Chicago, while the other half are from 
around the country and Canada, from Ten- 
nessee to Toronto. Seven of those comedians 
talked with RedEye about their local comedy 
scenes and what to expect at their shows this 
weekend.

Judd ApatoVs new 
book, “Sick in the 
Head,” is a fascinat- 
ing and revelatory 
cultural document, a 
collection of inter- 
views with comedians 
conducted by Apatow between 1983 (when 
he was a teenager trying to figure out how to 
become a stand-up comedian) and 2015 (when 
he is arguably the most important producer of 
comedic material in Hollywood). 

The earlier interviews are largely concerned 
with process: how a joke comes about, how 
a routine evolves. A frequent preoccupation 
in later interviews is social 
media, Twitter in particular. 

Given ApatoVs prominence 
on the medium (he has more 
than 1.2 million followers), 
that’s not terribly surprising. 

Nor is it shocking that many 
of his fellow comedians have 
embraced the opportunities 
provided by social media: 

These networks have given 
comedians new reach and ex- 
posed them to a wider range 
of opinions than ever before. 

However, these new 
avenues have changed the 
relationship between comics 
and their audiences. Audiences’ newfound 
familiarity with the men on the stage and 
the intolerance the easily offended have for 
boundary-pushing work risk forever altering 
the workshopping process that Apatow and 
his subjects spend so much time discussing. 

Apatow’s 2014 chat with “Saturday Night 
Live’s” Michael Che drives home just how 
much things have changed. “Nowit’s this 
whole thing of you are what you tweet. I could 
know you for 25 years, I could have followed 
your whole career, but if you tweet something 
I don’t like, that means you’re just this kind 
of a person and you should never have a job 
again,” Che complains. 

Comedians are beginning to understand 
that the cliquish nature of social media makes 
these platforms feel more like religious cults 
than comedy clubs. And cults have different 
mores than clubs. I remember being bemused 
when the social justice left flipped out on 
Daniel Tosh for joking that it would be funny 
to see a heckler raped. The controlling factor 
of that anecdote, at least to me, was not the 
invective from Tosh but the fact that it was 


aimed at someone who had violated the norms 
of the comedy club. As Louis C.K. explained 
via his pseudo-alter-ego Louie, a stand-up act 
isn’t a two-way street— you, the viewer, aren’t 
“allowed to participate.” But the comic is 
allowed to shut you up in the most vicious (vo- 
cal!) manner possible. 

Twitter and Facebook, on the other hand, 
explicitly encourage participation. I tend to 
agree with Apatow et al that people on the 
medium behave bizarrely rudely toward ce- 
lebrities. And the amplifying effect ofTwitter 
can have a deleterious effect on the craft of 
comedy as envisioned by these performers. 

“I think anyone should do whatever they 
like,” Jerry Seinfeld told 
Apatow in 1983. “I don’t think 
there should be any rules.” 

‘As long as it gets laughs?” 
the then-15-year-old Apatow 
asks. 

“If it doesn’t get laughs, 
you’re not gonna get work, 
and you’re not gonna be a 
comedian,” Seinfeld replies. 
“So the audience ultimately 
decides. It’s a very democratic 
system.” 

Seinfeld’s point is an inter- 
esting one in this context. The 
scolds wiU often claim that 
their censoriousness is simply 
an artifact of the marketplace at work. But this 
is misdirection. The aggrieved don’t leverage 
their power by unfollowing an offensive person 
or refusing to watch their routine. When 
“Inside Amy Schumer” writer Kurt Metzger 
defended a feUow comic whose routine was 
reviled by the social justice set, his newfound 
foes combed through his Facebook history be- 
fore calling for him to be fired from the show 
As Metzger teUs “WTF” podcast host Marc 
Maron, Schumer and Comedy Central ignored 
such pleas. Similarly Comedy Central and Jon 
Stewart dismissed the denunciations of Trevor 
Noah when it was revealed he made a few 
questionable jokes about Jews and girls with 
tattoos. And here’s where we can see how to 
balance the rights of comedians to crack jokes 
with the rights of the perpetually outraged to 
vent their anger. You are allowed to participate 
with a comedian and his employer on Twit- 
ter in ways that you aren’t allowed to at the 
Improv But the employers of these comedians 
are, similarly allowed to ignore you. 

Speaking as a fan of comedy? I hope they do.
